MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIHECTOR , 

Further reference is made to the Executive Conference ^ 
memorandum dated April 22, 1937, relative to the possibility of the 
Bureau participating, to a greater extent, in training schools for 
local, county, and state law enforcement officers. 

In this connection it is my frank opinion that the Bureau 
should do everything possible to dominate the training school situa- 
tion throughout the United States.. I think that we are possibly 
losing some ground by having men v±lo obviously' are hot qualified 
lecture at police conventions and before police schools. I have in 
mind the fact that Worth Dakota has not been represented in the 
Police Academy, nor do we have an application from that state. 

South Dakota has been represented by only one man who is in the 
present school, and this may be wildly speculative, yet I believe 
that this may be attributable, in part, to- the fact that there are 
but few small towns and the territory sparsely settled, but the 
further fact that Mr. Hanni, who does not speak English clearly, 
undertakes to lecture in the training schools, and, in my mind, 
discourages any activity of this kind. This is just an example of 
what may be occurring in mans*- instances. 

I certainly think that in order for the Bureau to be invited 
to attend training schools and conventions a carefully selected 
individual should be chosen and that it would be better to decline 
rather than to send someone that we all know is totally unqualified 
to fill the jobi 

I am of the opinion, therefore, that to the extent possible, with 
available personnel xvho are qualified, the Bureau should undertake to 
participate in all police conventions and police training schools. 

I have tried to prepare a list of those Bureau emploj'oes 
whom I believe to be qualified along this line, with special reference 
to the types of lectufes which they can give, -provided the Bureau 
furnishes those who are in the field with some material or outlines. 

I believe that the Bureau should undertake to give experience to additional 
employees who show latent qualifications, With this in mind Mr. Kohn is 
presently in Washington to receive such training. -If a program could be 
inaugurated where , for a period of thirty to sixty days,- different field

employees couid be brought to Washington and assigned to lecture 
before training schools they could be given experience and training, 
and then the Bureau will have available, in its field offices, field - 
employees who could relieve the Seat of Government from' the burden ... 
of having to handle all of these assignments. 

I am further of the opinion that although the Bureau should 
not go out and openly solicit,, invitations to teach in police training , 
schools, the Special Agents in Charge should be aware of the existence 
of all police training schools in their respective territories, should 
keep well informed as to their programs, policies, plans, and curricula, 
and that these agencies should be informed that the Bureay. will be 
pleased to cooperate. Then, when a Bureau representative is sent to 
speak on some general subject ho should not confine his remarks solely to 
the accomplishments of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. , 

I recommend, therefore, that another letter be- forwarded to 
the Special Agents in Charge, informing them of their direct responsi- 
bility of keeping themselves informed as to the existence of all 
training schools for police in their respect ive divisions, and that 
both by correspondence from tho Bureau and by contact from the field, 
those in charge -of those training schools should' be informed of tho 
Bureau’s desire to bo of all possible assistance. The only qualifica- 
tions I believe proper to make at this- time is that first consideration 
and favoritism bo shorn to those departments which have been represented 
in the 1 FBI National Police Academy, for to these graduates the Bureau 
has promised the fullest extent of its cooperation in organizing and 
conducting training schools.

the report of the examination afforded Pennington on April 26, 
1937. At that time the examining physicians reported that the 
moderate physical exertion designation was probably made because 
of Pennington’s physical make-up. It appears that at the present 
time they believe him to be capable of strenuous physical exer- 
tion.

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THE FBI PLEDGE FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS 



Humbly recognizing the responsibilities entrusted to m©, I do 
vow that I shall always consider the high calling of law enforcement to be an 
honorable profession, the duties of which are recognized by me as both an art 
and a science. I recognize fully my responsibilities to defend the right, to 
protect the weak, to aid the distressed, and to uphold the law in public 
duty and in private living. I accept the obligation in connection with, my 
assignments to report facts and to testify without bias or display of emo- 
tion, and to consider the information, coning to my knowledge by virtue of 
my position as a sacred trust, to be used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking to prevent crime, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of apprehending fugitives and criminals, I 
shall give my loyal and faithful attention and shall always be equally alert 
in striving to acquit the innocent and to convict the guilty. In the per- 
formance of my duties and assignments, I shall not engage in unlawful .and 
unethical practices but shall perform the functions of my office without 
fear, without favor, and without prejudice. At no time shall- I disclose to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or information in any pending 
matter coming to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the minds of existing or prospective judicial bodies either to favor or to 
disfavor any person or issue. While occupying the status of a law enforce- 
ment officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit personally because of my knowledge of any confidential matter .which 
has come to my' attention. I am aware of the serious responsibilities of my 
office and in the performance of my duties I shall, as a minister, seek to 
supply comfort, advice and aid to those who may he in need of such benefits; 
as a soldier, I shall wage vigorous warfare against the enemies of my coun- 
try, of .its laws, and of its principles; and as a physician., 1 shall seek to 
eliminate the criminal parasite which preys upon our social order and to 
strengthen the lawful processes of .our body politic. I shall strive to be 
both a teacher and a pupil in the art and science of law enforcement. As 
a lawyer, I shall acquire- due knowledge of the- laws of my domain and seek 
to preserve and maintain the ‘majesty and dignity of the law; as a scientist, 
it will be my endeavor to learn all pertinent truth about accusations and 
complaints which come to my lawful knowledge; as an artist, I shall seek to 
use my skill for the purpose of making each assignment a masterpiece; as a 
neighbor , I shall hear an attitude of true friendship and courteous respect 
to all citizens; and as an officer, I shall always he loyal to my duty, my 
organization, and my country. I will support and defend the Constitution 
of the United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic; I will bear 
true faith and allegiance to the same, and will constantly strive tp cooper-
